MARCH OF STRIKERS. 


TROOPS WERE ORDERED OUT 


TO PROTECT PANTHER CREEK 


VALLEY MINES. 


NIGHT MARCH WAS FUTILE 


STRIKERS DISPERSED, GIVING 


NO TROUBLE. 


Lanteford, Pa., Oct. 16,—About 1, 


500 men and sixty women and girls 
marched eighteen miles from the 
South Side Hazelton region during 
the night for the Panther Creek val- 
ley, where they expected to close all 
of the ten collieries oif the Lehig'h 
Coal and Navigation company, but 
just as the weary marchers were 
nearing their destination this morn- 
ing they were met on a mountain 
road by three companies of infantry 
and at 'the point of the bayonet were 
driven back four miles to Tamaqua 
and dispersed. 


Another crowd of 800 -strikers from 


the noith side of HaseHon also 
marched here and succeeded in clos- 
ing the company^ No. 1 colliery a't 
Nesquenoning, ne&r Mauch Chunk, 
before it was scattered* 


The presen'ce of the -soldiers was 


entirely unexpected and the strikers 
were mucli crestjfallen ttha* 'they 
failed in accomplishing the object of 
their long march. 


The marchers came dawn like two 


armies, the sou'th side men inarch- 
ing by way of Tamaqu'a, while th>e 
strikers tfrom. the north side went 
over the mountain at 'Beaver Meadow 
and entered the Panither Creek valley 
by way of Nesquenoning. The south 
gfde aitmy concentrated 'at M'cAdoo 
and the order to march wfcs given at 
11 ;3O o'clock last night. 
There 


were several fife and drum oorps and 
a brass band in tile line. 


The women and -girls were con- 


veyed in two large omnibutees. The 
whole town of THtcAdoo was out to 
see the marchers stank 
Until 11 


o'clock the nigflut (was very dark, it 
being difficult to see any distances in 
the mountain passes, "but after mid- 
night the moon came out from be- 
(hind a bank of clouds and for the re- 
mainder of the journey the marchers 
had plenty of light. 


As the town of Tamaqua was en- 


tered fit £ a, tn. 'the strikers (began to 
make as mu'oh noise as they could 
in order to awaken the people, who 
were unaware of the coming of the 
strikers* The marchers went through 
the town without stopping for rest, 
and headed for Coaldale, four and a 
(half miles away* 


Five carriages containing newspa- 


per correspondents who had been 
trailing along at the rear off tins pro- 
cession were requested to take the 
lead &o they would not interfere wi'tih 
the plans of the strikers. Tallowing 
the newspaper men came the two con- 
veyances containing the 
MoAcKoo 


women, <and then followed a long line 
of Hungarians, Italians; Polanders, 
Slavs and English-speaking mine 
workers. 


At a paint half a mile from Coal- 


dale there is a sharp turn in tthe road, 
and as tbe newspaper men rounded it 
there came a command of "halt" and 
labout fifty feet in front of them stood 
solid rows of soldiers, who were 
stretched across the road with bayo- 
nets fixed. 


Sheriff Toole, of Schuykill county, 


was wiith them. 
The commander of 


the troop's stepped in front of the 
crowd and said: 


"In the name 'Off the people of the 


state of Pennsylvania, I command 
you t& disperse and to return whence 
you <iame,'7 


The striker^ began to protest thtot 


they could not be stopped on a public 
(highway, aad many of them showed 
a disposition to resist the sfoldiers. 
The officer in Charge of the troops, 
however, kept his men in position, 
And the strikers, seeing that the sol- 
diers evidently meant business, ellow- 
ly began returning toward Tbmaqua. 


".Mother" tMfcry Tone's, who was in 


the 
crowd! 
vehemently protested 


againat the Action of -the troops in 
stopping the marchers, but she was 
shut off and ordered to move on. The 
IffcAdoo women had to be almost 
pushed along, so slowly did they 
walk. 


flPhey continuaflly jeered at the sol- 


diers, calling them till kinds 'o! 
names, and threatening them with 
punishment if they should d&re to 
visit MoAdoo. It took from 3 o'clock 
until after 6 to drive the crowd back 
to TwnaquA. 


all thi* h*d bt*n going on, 


the north side, marchers had every- 
thing their own way in the Keque- 
shoning Valley, They reached there 
after 2 o'clock and succeeded in per- 
suading enough men to remain away 
from the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
company's No. 1 colliery to cotmpel 
its shut-down. 
General Oobin sent 


two companies of soldiers over there 
and soon had order restored. 


Supt. W. D. Zehner, of the <:om- 


pfcny, stated to a representative of 
The Associated Press that if Sheriff 
Brislin, off Cai^bon county, in which 
the colliery is located, had performed 
hik duty in a proper manner the 
Nesquehoning; colliery would not 
have been shut down. 
Mr. Zehner 


said the remaining nine collieries of 
the company are working, mo&t of 
them full handed.

Effort to Baise a Loan of $150,000,- 


000 Explains Why She Was 


Anxious to Quit Pekin. 


New York, Oct 16.—A special to 


;he World fiom Washington says: 
The fact that Russia is endeavoring 


to raise a $150,000,000 loan in New 
York and Paris may explain why 
'Russia has oeen so anxious to induce 
;he powers to retire from Pekin, 


She is so desperately hard up she 


cannot stand the financial strain of 
a prolonged campaign in China, and 
the fact that she is trying to borrow 
money is perhaps one of the surest 
uarantees of international peace* 
In Paris Russia ia> trying to induce 
he Rothschilds to loan her 500,000,- 
)00 francs ($100,000,000). In New 
York one of the great international 
financial houses is trying to form a 
syndicate to lend Russia 50,000,000 
American dollars. 


As the details have not been set- 


led and there are still differences of 
>pinion 
-between 
the 
American 


financiers and the Bussiau govern- 
ment as to the issUe price of the loan 
and the rate of interest, the firm 
i-ame is withheld for the present. 
America is a heavier creditor nation 
and has more money-seeking invest- 
ments than can be profitably em- 
ployed and it is not unlikely that a 
Russian loan can be negotiated in 
New York, provided the security and 
nterest offered are satisfactory.

The enemy surprised a party of 


scouts of the Forty-third infantry 
at a point three miles from Takloban, 
Leyte Island, killing three of the 
Americans at the first volley. Two 
escaped and gave the alarm, but the 
enemy succeeded in evading their 
pursuers. 
The native police of 


Taklobau had conspired to surprise 
the Americans. 
The bodies of the 


dead soldiers were badly mutilated.

New York, Oct 16.—Col. William J. 


Bryan arrived at the Grand Central 
station at 2:25 this afternoon. 


He was greeted by an enormous 


crowd which had gathered to receive 
him and the enthusiasm was intense. 


Mr. Bryan is in good health, but 


his voice is somewhat hoarse from 
the excessive strain of much recent 
outdoor speaking. 


Mr. Bryan's arrival marked the be- 


ginning of the great demonstration 
planned by the New York democracy 
for tonight, which is expected to 
eclipse any political demonstration 
ever held in this or any other coun- 
try. 


GREETED AT AJbBANY. 


Albany, N. y., Oct. 16.—Seven 


hundred people gathered at the sta- 
tion here today at 11:25 o'clock to 
see William J. Bryaii as he passed 
through on Ms way to New York* 
He was joined here by Eliot Danforth 
and James Oliver. 


Mr. Bryan, who was> looking ex- 


ceedingly well, shook hands with 
those nearest the car. A number of 
other passengers on the train went 
into Mr. Bryan's car during the day 
and exchanged greetings with him. 
Among them was a missionary named 
Ewing, who has just returned from 
China, -where he witnessed the recent 
boxer outbreaks. 


MB. BBYAN IN UT1CA. 


ITtica, N, Y., Oct. 16.—W. J. Bryan 


reached Utica at 8:58 this morning 
en route from Cleveland to New York 
city, where he will make his first 
speech in the state 
tonight. Mr. 


Bryan was accompanied from Cleve- 
land by Mayor Jones, of Toledo, who 
will be with him during the greater 
part of his New York tour. He was 
also joined at Cleveland by Norman 
E. Mack, democratic national com- 
mitteeman for this state.

Paris, Oct. 16.—At a cabinet coun- 


cil held at the Elysee palace today 
the minister of foreign affaire, M. 
Delcasse, announced that all the 
powers have accepted the French note 
as the basis for negotiations, 


The minister added that he had 


been informed that Li Hung Chang 
has just oidered the Black Flags 
Kwang Si troops, which are travers- 
ing the provinces of Hu-Nan, on their 
way to join the court at Sian-Fu, to 
abandon their march and return to 
Canton* 


PEKIN DIPLOMATS MEET. 


Paris, Oct. 16.—A dispatch re- 


ceived by the Havas agency from 
Tien Tsin, dated October 15, says: 


"The British ambassador, being in- 


formed from London of the basis of 
negotiations proposed by M. Delcasse 
(French minister of foreign affairs), 
called a meeting of the diplomatic 
corps in Pekin. 


"The French propositions were 


unanimously approved and apprecia- 
tion was expressed of France's In- 
itiative. 
United S tates 
Minister 


Conger alone raised an objection, not 
'against the propostions, but against 
the method of proceedure, 


"Mr, Conger deemed that the 


French popositions would have to be 
imposed upon the Chinese during the 
negotiations. 
While these proposi- 


tions are formulated as being the 
basis of negotiations, different min- 
isters, among others British and Ital- 
ian, presented certain demands and 
provide for the replacement of the 
tsung-li-yamen by a minister of for- 
eign affairs and the postponing for 
two years of the decrees concerning 
the punishment of the instigators of 
the anti-European movement. These 
demands are approved by all min- 
isters." 


According to the same dispatch, 


Should Hai-Ting-Fu resist the de- 
mands to surrender, the place will be 
bombarded and the inhabitants ex- 
emplanly punished. 


ALLIES TAKE PAO-TINO-FU. 


London, Oct 16.—A dispatch from 


Shanghai states that Pao-Ting-Fu 
was captured on Saturday by the 
force of 7,000 allies sent from Pekin 
for that purpose.

spared till the occupation of Pekin 
by the allies, he doubtless would 
have been recalled and have taken 
an active part in the pending nego 
tiations and the future government 
of China*

Lane, son-in-law of ex-Senator Black- 
burn, committed suicide at his home 
here last night* M. Lane entered the 
house about II p. m. and shot 'him- 
self in tne presence of his little 
daughter, while his wife was resting 
on a couch in an adjoining room. 


Death was almost instantaneous. 


Mr. Lane was the American represen- 
tative of the London ordnance firm of 
Vickers S^ns & Maxim. He was 
prominently connected and a famildar, 
figure in Washington society. 


It ie said thnt he was driven to the 


act by brooding over his ill 'healith, 
He was told some time ago that he 
had BrightTs ddesase 'and he allowed 
the matter to prey on his mind. 


His wife, w*ho was Lucile Black" 


burn, had a narrow escape from death 
by a pistol wound about three years 
ago. The Lanes were then living at 
;he Hotel Wellington. 


Jffir. Lane was out of town much of 


;he time and Mrs. Lane kept a loaded 
revolver in her bureau drawer. 


One night she was foutid in her 


room with, a bullet wound in her 
breaat fend it was explained by the 
'amily tbat in taking some laces from 
the drawer the pistol had been lifted 
up and falling upon the hammer ex- 
ploded. 
She lingered between life 


and death, for some time, but ulti- 
mately recovered. The shock of la#t 
night's tragedy completely prostrated 
her and she is now under the constant 
care of a physician. 


Senator Blackburn was in Hagers- 


bown, Md., last night when the news 
of the suicide reached him. He had 
been on a campaign tour of the state. 
He left as soon as possible for Wash- 
ngton «nd it is likely that the occur- 
rence will force 'him to abandon any 
'urther active -work in the campaign* 


Thomas F. Lane was a native of 


New Hampshire, but his parents 
moved to Summit, N. J*., when he was 
a boy, and he spent many years there* 
He was well known in Louisville, 
Kyv where he met Miss Blackburn. 


On moving to Washington some 


years ago he held a position as chief 
of one of the bureaus in the treas- 
ury department, resigning to take up 
the work of the Vickers-Maxim firm 
here.

THE WIRELESS TELEGEAPHY. 


The adoption of the system of wire- 


less telegraphy -as a valuable acqui- 
sition to the signaling devices al- 
ready in use in the navy, is the sub- 
ject of fin interesting report made 
by Lieut. R. L. de Steiguer, United 
States Navy, to 
Captain Sigsbse, 


chief of the naval bureau of intelli- 
gence. 
Exhaustive investigations 


have Shawn that the naviss of other 
powers are far advanced in tho prac- 
tical use of the new discovery, and 
recommendations are made that all 
naval vessels laid down in future 
contain provisions for the install- 
ment of the necessary apparatus and 
wiring where it will be free from dis- 
turbances as far as practicable. 
It 


is claimed that Marconi's invention 
has long ago passed the experimental 
stage, and is destined to be the means 
of future 
communication between 


naval vessels while at sea. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


while the United States naval offi- 
cials have been comparatively idle, 
France has equipped her Mediterra- 
nean squadron with outfits and has 
begun the work of supplying every 
fortress with the necessary appar- 
atus. R-ussia has fitted out her navy 
with the Popoff system. The German 
navy has adapted the Marconi sys- 


tem. 
The vessels of 
the 
British 


Channel fleet have had the latter ap- 
paratus installed and the North Ger- 
man Lloyds company is fitting all of 
its vessels with the desirable means 
of communication. 


Probably the most startling state- 


ment iu the report comes from an 
account of the experiments in the 
German navy, when it was demon- 
strated that the spark telegraphy 
is so powerful, even at a distance of 
several miles, that were a vessel of 
a hostile fleet to have carbons laying 
anywhere about the powder supplies, 
and were these carbons to become at- 
tached in any manner to the steel 
masts or to steel arms in the open 
air. the vessel could.be blown out of 
the water by the mere application of 
the Marconi sending- apparatus on 
any distant ship or fortress.

TROOPS WERE ORDERED OUT 


TO PROTECT PANTHER CREEK 


VALLEY MINES. 


NIGHT MARCH WAS FUTILE 


STRIKERS DISPERSED, GIVING 


NO TROUBLE. 


Laii'afoi'd, Pa., Oct.' 16.—About 1,- 


500 men and sixty women and girl* 
marched eighteen miles from the 
South Side Hazel toil region during 
the night for the Panther Creek val- 
ley, where they expeoted to close all 
of the tea collieries o'f the L'ehigh 
Coal and Navigation company, but 
just as the weary marchers were 
iiearing1 their destination this morn- 
ing they were met on a mountain 
road by three companies of infantry 
and at'the point of the bayonet were 
driven back four aniles to Tamaqun 
and dispersed. 


Another crowd of ROD strikers from 


the 
north side of Hazelton 
also 


inarched here and succeeded in clos- 
ing the company's No. 1 colliery at 
Nesquehoning, ue'ar Mnuch Chunk, 
before it was scattered. 


The presents of the soldiers was 


entirely unexpected and the strikers 
were much crest-Jfallen ithnit 'they 
failed in accomplishing the object of 
their long march. 


The marchers came dawn like two 


armies, the south side men -march- 
ing by way of Tamaqua, while tire 
strikers M!rom. the north side went 
over the mountain nt 'Beaver -Meadow 
nnd entered 'the Panther Creek valley 
by way of Nesquehoning-, The south 
side aiimy concentrated at McAdoo 
and the order to march whs given at 
11:30 
o'clock last night. 
There 


were several fife and drum corps and 
a brass band in the line. 


Tho women and girls were con- 


veyed in two large omnibuses. The 
•whole town ot IrleAdoo was out to 
see the marchers stout. 
"Until 11 


o'clock the nig'lut was very dark, it 
being difficult to see any distances in 
the mountain passes, "but after mid- 
night the moon came out from be- 
hind a bank of clouds and for -the .re- 
mainder of the journey the marchers 
had plenty of light. 


As fhfi town of Tamaqua was en- 


tered at 2 a. -m. 'the strikers fheg'an to 
make as much noise as Uiey could 
in order to awaken the people, who 
were unaware of Hie coming- of the 
strikers. The marchers went through 
the town without stopping for -rest, 
and headed for Coaldale, four and a 
half miles away. 


Five carriages con'taining newspa- 


per correspondents who 
ih'ad been 


trailing along at the rear c 
:f the pro- 


cession, were requested to take the 
lead so they would not interfere with 
the plans of toe Strikers. 
Following 


the nawspaper men came the 'two con- 
veyances 
containing the 
McAdoo 


women, and then followed a long line 
of Hungarians, Italians; Polanders, 
Slavs and English-speaking mina 
workers. 


Ait a point half a mile from Coal- 


dale there is a sharp turn in ithe road, 
«nd as the newspaper men rounded it 
there came a command of "halt" and 
nbout fifty feet in front of them stood 
solid rows of soldiers, who were 
stretched across the road with bayo 
nets fixed. 


Sheriff Tbole, of Schuykill county, 


was with them. 
-The commander of 


the troop's stepped in front of the 
crowd and said:

THREE YEARS AGO. 


Washington, Oct. 16.-—Thomas F. 


Lane, son-in-law of ex-Senator Black- 
burn, committed suicide at his home 
here last night. M. Lane entered tho 
house about 11 p. in. and shot 'him- 
self in tne presence of his little 
daughter, -while his wife was renting 
on a couch in an adjoining room. 


Death was almost; instantaneous, 


Mr. Lane was the American represen- 
tative of the London ordnance firm of 
Vi ckers So'ns & Maxim. He wns 
imminently connected and a familiar 
figure in Washington society. 


It is said that he was driven to the 


net by brooding1 over 'his ill health. 
He was told some time ago that he 
had Bright's diesase and he allowed 
the matter to prey on his mind. 


His -wife, who was Lucile Black- 


i)Urn, had a nnrrow escape from death 
by a pistol wound about three years 
ago. The Lanes were then living at 
the Hotel Wellington. 


Mr. Lane was out of town much o£ 


:he time and Mrs. Lane kept a loaded 
revolver in her bureau drawer. 


One night she was found in her 


room with a bullet wound in her 
breast and it wus explained by tho 
family that in taking some laces from 
the drawer the pistol had been lifted 
up and falling upon the hammer ex- 
ploded. 
She lingered between llfo 


and death for some time, but ulti- 
mately recovered. The shock of last 
night's tragedy completely prostrated 
her and she is now under the constant 
care of a physician. 


Senator Blackburn, was in Hagers- 


towii, Mil., last night when the news 
of the suicide reached him. He had 
been on a campaign tour of the state. 
He left as soon as possible for Wash- 
ington and it is likely that the occur- 
rence will force him to abandon any 
further active work in the campaign. 


Thomas F. Lane was a nfttive of 


New Hampshire, but his parents 
moved to Summit, N. J., when he was 
a boy, and he spent many years there.

years ago he held a position as chief 
of one of the bureaus in the treas- 
ury department, resigning to take up 
the work of the Vickcrs-Maxim firm 
here.
